His Highness’s special train left Puri on the 17th and arrired 
at Agra on the 18bh April where His Highness and party stayed in the 
Bharatpur House for about a fortnight. 

21. Thence His Highness came to Ajmer and stayed there till the 
14th May. 

22. His Highness left Ajmer by motor on the 15th and returned to 
Bundi at 8 0’ clock on the morning of 16th May 1913 after stopping at 
Daoli enroute for the night. 


Political relations. 

23. The relations between the Parhar and tl e Supreme Government 
have been as cordial and liiendly as ever and the Darbar acl now lodge 
with great gratitude tbe assistance and advice received at the hands of 
tlie Imperial Government and its offic rs. 

24 During the year under report the high office of the Agent to 
the Governor General in Eajputana was held by the Hon’ble Colonel 
W. R. btratton till the 3rd Kovember 1912 when he web relieved by the 
permanent incumbent the Hon’ble Sir Elliot Graham Colvm on tbe latter’s 
return from leave. 

25. The charge of the Deoli Agency was held during the year under 
notice by Captain W. G. Neale I. A. till the 18th November 1912 when 
he was relieved by E. V. Gabriel Esqr C. V. 0., L G S.,' but towards the 
end of January 1913 Mr Gabriel having been aippointed to the Foreign 
office of the Government of India, he was replaced by Major A. B. Drum- 
mond I- A on the 29th January who continued to hold the office till the 
end of the year 

26 The State tenders its best thanks to those officers for the lively 
interest they evinced in all ' that concerned the well-being of the Slate and 
did all they could to help the State.

51. There is only one Central Jail at Bundi where all the prisoners 
■sentenced to a.ny terms of imprisonment by rhe Sadar and District courts 
•are confined to serve out their terms of incarceration. 

52. It stands in a healthy locality about, one mile off on .the. sou. 
■them outskirts of the city and has two separate wards one for male and 
the other for females. 

53. It is’commolious and well ventilated and is capable of holding'149 

persons at the rate of 648 C.ffe for a person. ' P"' 

54. The Jail was inspected by V. Gabriel Esqf. .> Political Agent, 
Deoli, on 12tb Decembei 1912 and by Colonel Carr White, Agency Surgeon 
Kotah, on the 3rd January. 1913 and they both were pleased having found 
every thing in order. 7 prisoners died of fever and diarrhoea during the 
year under report. 

5.5. The management of the Jail isp carried on under the supervision 
uf the Foreign Member of the State Council and there has not been any 
complaint of ill treatment , or transgremon ot.^Jail rules or insubbrdination.
